Holcomb believes that the lost se­ 
cret had to do mainly with the fill­ 
er and varnish. He

that a careful 
chemical 
analysis 
had been made of some of the finish 
on a famous old violin

in 
Battle Creek, Mich.

fact that before the varnish was a p ­ 
plied, the wood was filled, evidently 
with the yolk of an egg and 
bees- 
wa x. 
Profiting by this information, Hol­
